FOR  THE  YEAR  1972, 

To  the  Chairman  and  M&iA-erg  tp^t^JjUjknail  Urban  District  Council 
Mr.  Chairman , ladies  and  gentlemens 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  1972  - a year  during  which  there  have  been  many  anxieties  about  the 
future  of  community  medicine,  and  much  discussion  on  the  re-organisation  of  the 
National  Health  Service. 

Vital  Statistics 

On  the  whole  these  show  a reasonably  healthy  state  of  the  community. 

However s there  is  a disappointingly  high  rate  if  infant  mortality  - the  highest 
recorded  in  the  years  1966  * T':  72.  The  largest  proportion  of  these  deaths 
occurred  in  the  age  group  "under  ore  week".  On©  o the  deaths  was  in  the  group 
of  illegitimate  births.  Thus  the  death  rate  of  illegitimate  infants  under  one 
year  per  1,000  illegitimate  live  births  is  high  at  37. 

Nine  of  the  deaths  were  associated  with  congenital  defects.  These  statistic 
make  it  very  clear  that  there  is  still  a lot  of  research  to  be  carried  out  in  this 
field  of  community  paediatrics. 

Infectious  Diseases 

These  statistics  show  a much  happier  state  of  affairs  - the  incidence  of 
Measles  and  Infective  Hepatitis  has  remained  low. 

Section  47  National  Assi stance  Act 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  one  patient  had  to  be  removed  to  hospital 
on  order  - this  was  the  only  order  issued,  during  this  year  and  could  not  be 
regarded  as  a "new  case". 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  thank  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for 
their  help  during  the  year. 

My  thanks  also  go  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Council,  the  Chairman  of  the  Health 
Committee,  and  members  of  Hueknall  Council  for  their  support  during  the  year.

Mr.  Chairmans,  ladies  and  gentlemen, 

1 have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  cear  1972,  a year  in 
which  further  progress  was  made  on  our  smoke  control  project*  The  Beau vale  area 
of  town  became  a smokeless  zone  with  effect  from  the  31st  October  and  a survey  of 
the  No* 5 *rea  in  Low. . f.VJ  ? ^.w^/filgh  Leys  Road/Shortwood  sector  was  i lenced. 

It  is  gratifying  to  see  the  Council  continuing  to  finance  this  very  rewarding 
aspect  of  our  environmental  health  work. 

It  has  taken  a long  time  for  the  need  for  action  against  atmospheric 
pollution  to  take  effect  if  one  considers  the  following  petition  which  was  sent 
to  Edward  II  (.1307  - 1327). 

"If  his  Majesty  had  any  love  for  a fair  garden,  a c1  ear.  face 
or  a clean  shirt  and  ruff,  an  1 if  he  did  not  wish  his  subjects  to 
be  choked  or  at  the  very  least  to  be  smoked  into  bad  hams,  to 
forbid  ail  use  of  the  new  and  pestilent  fuel  tolled  coal."* 

A Clearance  Area  was  declared  in  the  Mosley  Street /Curt is  Street  area 
involving  17  houses  and  Closing  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  11a  and  69 

Wat nail  Road. 


A great  deal  of  time  was  also  spent  on  s Housing  Survey  to  ascertain  cur 
future  slum  clearance  requirements  and  to  obtain  details  of  the  number  of  houses 
still  requiring  internal  W.C.'s,  baths  and  wash  hand  basins.  This  was  carried 
out  at  the  request  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment  and  the  final  results 
were  available  by  the  end  of  October*  The  survey  showed  that  96  of  the  9,407 
houses  in  the  town  will  require  clearance  during  the  next  10  years  and  of  the 
remainder,  57E  will  require  one  or  mc-re  < •"  ti  s standard  bathroom  amenities.  A 
predominance  of  these  578  are  merely  lacking  an  inside  W.C.  The  figures  are 
surprisingly  low  and  reflect  the  considerable  amount  of  work  done  in  respect  of 
slum  clearance  and  improvement  grant  work  over  the  past  15  years. 

The  indiscriminate  dumping  of  toxic  wastes  came  to  light  at  national  level 
during  the  year.  We  were  not  directly  involved  in  any  of  these  unsavoury 
practices  but  with  the  introduction  of  the  Deposit  of  Poisonous  Wastes  Act  1972 
discussions  were  held  with  industrialists  in  the  town  and  removal  notification 
forms  were  issued.  Notifications  cf  afc  least  3,000  gallons  per  week  being 
transported  from  our  ares  since  the  Act  was  introduced  makes  one  realise  the 
alarming  amount  of  chemical  waste  disposed  of  by  industries  nationwide  during  the 
course  of  a year.
